Claims 1-15 of the present invention relate to a method for producing an avian chimera using 
spermatogonia! cells; an avian chimera; and a method for producing a transgenic aves. 

Document D1 and D2 disclose transgenic mice produced by male germ-line stem cells; and a 
method for producing a transgenic mouse. And, D3 provides a method for producing a transgenic 
avian using sperm-mediated transfection. 

| Compared with the present invention, none of the above-mentioned prior art documents disclose 
a method for producing an avian chimera using spermatogonia! cells; an avian chimera; and a 
method for producing a transgenic aves. In addition, the present invention is not considered to be 
easily invented by a person skilled in the art by using the teachings of D1; D2 and D3. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claims 1-15 of the present application comply with the 
| requirements of novelty and inventive step under PCT Article 33(2) and (3). 



II. Industrial Applicability
